Before hig transfer overseas, he 
was twice home on furlough, the 
last time in late November, 1943. 

Surviving Sgt. Chaffee in uddf 
tion to his parents are two broth- 
‘ers, Dan, age 17, and Bill, 14 years 
old. 

Sgt. Chaffey was also wounded 
in the Normandy battles, but it 
wag slight-and he recovered. The 
wound was to his hand and he was 
able to leave the hospital and re- 
turn to the front. The Purple 
Heart was awarded him and for- 
warded to his parents in Upland. 

Sgt. Chaffee was trained as a 
motor mechanic but after arrival 
overseas in May,1944, a call was 
issued for replacements in a rifle 
combat unit and he, then a pri- 
vate, volunteered. In Normandy, 
he received his Prpomotion and the 
expert infantryman’'s combat
